WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Seabrook quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To elect a town clerk, three selectmen, one for 
three years, one for two years and one for one year, town 
treasurer, collector of taxes, three constables, three high- 
way agents, three overseers of the poor, and all other 
necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To bring in your ballots upon each of the ques- 
tions submitted by the convention to revise the Consti- 
tution relative to the amendments proposed by said econ- 
vention at a session held on January 28, 1921. 


3. To see what sum or sums of money the town will 
vote-to raise for the expenses of the general government, 
for the protection of persons and property, for health 
and sanitation, for highways and bridges, for the town 
poor, for the suppression and extermination of the brown 
tail and gypsy moth and all other necessary expendi- 
tures for the year ensuing. 


4. To see if the town will vote to allow the select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes.
